OBITUARY 

No. 3/5/93-Public.—The President has learnt with deen regret of the death 
in Calcutta of Prof. Saiyid Nurul Hasan, Governor of West Bengal, at 1.40 P.M. 
on Monday, the 12th July, 1993. In his passing away, India Fas lost an eminent 
scholar and educationist, humanist and Parliamentarian dedicated to the continu¬ 
ing pursuit of excellence, 

2. An erudite scholar and an intellectual of international repute, Prof. Hasan 
was bora to Shri Saiyid Abdul Hasan and Smt. Nur Fatima on 26th December, 
1921, in Lucknow. He obtained his Master’s degree from Allahabad University 
and D. Phil, in Histoiy from Oxford University. On return to India, he taught 
History in the Lucknow University for 7 years. In 1949, he became a Professor 
in the Aligarh University at the young age of 28 years. He also served as a 
Professor of History in the Delhi University. He made significant academic con¬ 
tribution through his study of the socio-economic conditions that prevailed in 
India during the Moghul period. 

3. He was President of the Indian Historical Congress thrice and bad been 
associated with UNESCO in its prestigious History of Mankind project. He was 
also a Fellow of the All Souls College, Oxford, besides being the President of the 
^Oxford Majlis. He was a Fellow of the Royal Historical Society, London, as well 
as the Royal Asiatic Society of London. He was President of the International 
Congress of Historical Sciences, Bucharest, 1980, 
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4. He w8s nominated as a Member of the Rajya Sabhain 1968 and later on 
became an ekcfied-Member of the Rajya Sabha, in 1971, and. served in that cana- 
city upto 1978. 

5. He served as Par Ambassador to the erstwhile Soviet Union during 
1983—4?6. His amiable disposition and scholarship made hint,a-popular figure in 
Moscow. A visiting Fellow of the Academy of Sciences of USSR, he was associated 
with a number of social and voluntary organisations. He was a member of the 
Indian delegation to the U. N. General Assembly in 1967 and 1971. Prof. Hasan 
led Indian delegations to the UNESCO General Conferences in 1972, 1974 and 
1976. 

6. In recognition of his eminence in the filed of education, he was appointed 
as a Minister of State in independent charge of the Union Ministry of Education, 
Social Welfare and Culture in 1971. He served in this capacity till early 1977, 

7. Being a senior statesman, he was appointed Governor of West Bengal in, 
1986 mid continued as such till his death. As Governor of West Bengal Prof. 
Hasan conducted himself with exemplary grace and dignity, and was greatly res¬ 
pected by the people. 

8. Prof. Hasan was a recipient of the B. C. Roy Award (19S4) and the 
Swami Pranavananda Award (1986). 

9. Prof. Nurul Hasan combined in him the attributes of a scholar, a philoso¬ 
pher, a statesman and an administrator. His contributions in diverse sections 
of national reconstruction will always be remembered,
